If we are to sur- 
mount all difficulties of currency re- 
form and the period of economic diffi- 
culties and great foreign and political 
pressure, the first condition must be 
the maintenance of the unity of the 
reich and order., 

Seeks World’s Good Opinion. 

“ Every improvement of our foreign 
and politica] situation depends on the 
opinion of other nations and upon our 
internal situation. These nations will 
not despair of the future of Germany 


tearing one another apart in civil war. 
Every one must know what effect 
such internal quarreling must have 
upon the population of the Ruhr and 
the Rhineland at a moment when they 
are fighting against tion. 

“It is thelr right the whole 
German people shall support them aud 
that Germans should not fight against 
Germans at this moment.
